Sermon Delivered by Rev. Dr 


Alderson Sunday 


At Second Presbyterian Church—The 


Baising of Lazarus from the Dead 


the Subject of His Discourse. 


There was a large audience afc the 


Second Presbyterian church Sunday 
morning, and ib heard Rev. Dr. Alder- 
son deliver an excellent sermon. He 
chose as bis text John 11:39: "Jesus 
said, 'Takeye away the stone.' " 


Rev. 
Mr. Alderson said: "In the 


village of Bethany there lived a small 
Christian family, ab whose house 
Jesus often visited. A warm intimacy 
had developed between them. Ib is 
said Jesus loved Martha and hei sis- 
ter, and Lazarus. 
' "Those not familiar with God's 
way of doiog it may seem sbrange 
that He who had the power to per- 
form tbe resurrection should call 
upon the friends of the dead man to 
take away bhe stone at the grave's 
mouth. 
One word from Him could 


have unsealed the sepulchre, yeb we 
hear Him commanding human bands 
to the task. Why was this? The 
whole conversabion, as I have re 
viewed it, bebrays a doubb in the 
minds of Mary and Marbha and their 
friends, whether Jesus was able to 
make Lazarus. 'alive 
again. Thi 


doubt must be removed before He 
can proceed, and obedience to His 
command to remove the stone was 
proof of the most positive kind that 
ia their hearts they were ready for 
the miracle. Faith at 
last was 


emancipated and free from the slav- 
ery of doubt. We are in the midst of 
revival services. Jesus has come to 
Bethany once more, and, as it was in 
olden times, there are dead ones in 
the homes where His dearesb friends 
are dwelling, dead to the needs ol 
their perishing souls and to the dan- 
gers of an approaching eternity. One 
serious fault with Chrisitans is tbat 
they are too much inclined bo leb 
God'off, as if it were irreleoanb to 
urge and expecb the answer to our 
prayers at once, when God Himself 
has made life uncertain and taken 
time-altogether out of our hands so 
that no man can call tomorrow his. 
It certainly must be pleasing tc the 
Divine ear if we press our petitions 
for an immediate answer. That was 
the lesson which He aimed to teach 
when He said, 'Take 
away 
the 


stone!' 


"If there are 
any 
animosiibea 


towards others, any 
old grudges 


lingerng in bhe heart, any cherished 
passions, any hatreds or jealousies, 
bhis ia a stone which must be taken 
away. 
God is love, and the fruib of 


the spirit is love, joy, peace, long- 
suffering, gentleness, meekness, and 
He will not dwell in the midst of-a 
people who are divided and angry and 
covered with the smoke of battle. 
'Behold how good and pleasant it is 
for brethren to dwell together in 
unity!' 


"To many of, our churches are 


breeding places, 
where trouble is 


hatched out of little Indiscreet re- 
marks. Tbe reformers revived the 
long-lost feeling of love. There is ho 
betterjjtest of Christian piety than 
the way in which we treat our 
enemies. Ob! if the outstanding in- 
juries between men were wiped en- 
tirely away, what a relief ib would 
bring to the feelings of the world! 


"If you have nob loved the church 


as you should have loved ib; if you 
have not helped it as you should 
have helped it, as it was youi duty, 
this is a sbone which must be taken 
away."

RIGHT OF WAY. 


Two Railway* Kaluga In » Lively War 


on the Ohio Rlvor. 


Martin's Ferry, O., Jan. 16. — The 


right of way war over the river here 
between 
the 
Cleveland, Lorain and 


Wheeling and the Wheeling and Lake 
Erie railroads ia growing very warm. 


Last week the first round was fought 


and resulted In the Wheeling and Lake 
Erie getting its switch/in the disputed 
territory, and acro&B the tracks of the 
other road. This work was done In the 
night. 
Since then the Wheeling has 


had an engine standing across the new 
track. Sunday afternoon, however, the 
engine wa;> sent away for a fresh sup- 
ply of water and at once the Cleveland, 
Lorain and Wheeling had a force of 
men tear up the newly laid tracks of 
the Wheeling and establish Its own 
blockade at the disputed point. In ad- 
dition, a Wheeling and Lake Erl« car 
was shot over a switch into tbe Ohio 
river, which is now at a high stage, 
and the car is entirely submerged.
